An Act for better pavings improving^ and regulating 
the Streets of the Metropolis , and removing a$td 
preventing Nui/ances and Objlrudions therein. 

[i6tb June 1817.3 

WHEREAS many of the Streets and public 
Places within that Part of the Metro- 
polis which is fituate within the Weekly 
Bills of Mortality, and the Fariflies of Seunt 
Pancras and Saint Mary-le^bone^ in the County 
of Middlefexj are divided into parochial and other 
Diftricts^ and are paved and repaired and r^u- 
lated, and Obftructions and Nuifances thierein are 
removed, under the Direction of certain Com- 
miflioners or Truftees, or other Perfons appointed 
to fuperintend and regulate the lame in each of 
filch parochial or other Diftricts, by virtue of 
certain local Acts of Parliament ; and the Pave- 
ments of many of fuch Streets and public Places 
are often in a State dangerous to Paflengers, and 
frequently contain Nuifances and Obftructions 
which are oflfenfive^or injurious: And whereas it 
would materially tend to the remedying of fuch 
Defects in the Pavements, and fuch Nuifances, if 
more fummary Means of compelling the fpeaiy 
Reparation ot the Pavements of fuch Streets and 
public Places, and of enfbrcmg due ReguUtiozis ai 
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to the various Water and Gas Companies and 
Commiflioners of Sewers, by whom the Pave- 
ments of fuch Streets and public Places have been 
frequently difplaced ; and alfo if more adequate 
Funds and Authorities were given to the faidfeveral 
Commiffioners, Truftees, and other Perfons having 
the Superintendance and Regulation of the Pave- 
ments of fuch Streets and public Places; for 
which Purpofes, may it pleafe Your Majefty that 
it may be enacted; and be it enacted by the 
King's moft Excellent Majefty, by and with the 
Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this prefent Parlia- 
ment affembled, and by the Authority of the fame, 
Aa to extend That this Act and the Provifions herein contained 
to all Streets q^^^^ extend to all Streets and public Places which

Sunreyors of IL And be it further enacted. That within Two 
Rvements to Calendar Months after the paflihg of this Act the 
«PPo»"^« • Commiffioners, Truftees, or other Perfons having 
iJbe Control of the Pavements of any Parifli or 
other Diftrict included within the Operation of 
this Act, fhall appoint One or more competent 
Perfon or Perfons, being a Houfekeeper or Houfe- 
keepers, and having an Houfe or Houfes, or an 
Office or Offices, within their feveral Parifhes or 
other Diftricts, and to be and be called ** The 
Surveyor*' or ** The Surveyors of the Pavements,*^ 
within each of fuch refpective Parifhes or other 
Diftricts, and that fuch Perfon or Perfons fo to 
be appointed the Surveyor or Surveyors (hall fuper-

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intend the Pavements of the feveral Pariihes or 
other Diftrids to which he or they fliall be fo ap- 
pointed by the Commiffioners, Truftees, or other 
Perfons having the Control of the Pavements therein, 
and ' fhall obferve and perform all the Duties im- 
pofed on Surveyors or Infpedors of Pavements by 
this Aft, or by the feveral local Afts of Parliament 
whereby or by virtue whereof fuch Commiffioners, 
Truftees, or other Perfons fliall have been and fliall 
be appointed, and which they fliall be from Time to 
Time direfted to obferve and perform by the feveral 
Commiffioners, Truftees, or other Perfons by whom 
they fliall be fo appointed ; and alfo that all and 
every the Surveyors fo appointed Ihall and may be 
difcharged and removed from Time to Time by the 
feveral Comlftiffioners, Truftees, and other Perfons 
by whom they fliall be fo appointed, at their Plea- 
fure ; and that they fliall be paid fuch annual or 
other Salaries, Gratuities, or Compenfation, out of 
the Monies ariftng from the Rates made and to be 
made for or towards the paving and repairing the 
Pavements of each of fuch Pariflies or other Dif- 
trifts, and either feparately, or jointly with any 
other Objefts or Purpofes, during their Continuance 
in the faid Office, as the faid Commiffioners, Truf- 
tees, or other Perfons by whom they fliall be feve- 
rally appointed, fliall from Time to Time think fit : 
Provided neverthelefs, that this Aft fliall not limit 
or prevent the Appointment by the faid Commif- 
fioners, Truftees, or other Perfons, of any Infpeftors 
or other inferior Officers for the Affiftance of the 
Surveyor or Surveyors of the Pavements within 
each of their refpeftive parochial or other Diftrifts^ • 
as they fliall think neceflary for the better Prefer- 
vation and Superintendance of the Pavements 
therein. 

UL And be it further enafted. That no Perfon Perfons in- 
fliall at any Time hereafter be appomted to the capacitated 
Office of Surveyor of the Pavements of and in any Sunreyorsf 
P^rifli or other Diftrift, or (hall continue in fuch

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Office, or fiiall ad therein, who at the Time of 
fuch Appointment fhall be, or after fuch Appoint* 
ment fhall become, a Commiffioner or Tr uftee, or 
a Perfon having the Control of the Pavements cf 
fuch Parifh or other Di(tri£t by virtue of any tocal 
Adi or Ads of Parliament or otherwife, or who 
fliall be a Pavior or Mafon, or Dealer in Stones^ 
and who fhall have any Share or Intereft in any 
Employment or Contrad for the Pavement of 
Reparation of the Pavement of fuch Parifh or other 
Diftrid, or in any other public Works under fuch 
Commiffioners or Truflees or other Perfons within 
fuch Parifh or other Diflrid ; and that no Perfon 
ihall be continued in fuch Office of Surveyor of 
Pavements by any Commiflioners, Truflees, or 
other Perfons having the Control of dTe Pavements 
of any Parifh or other Diflrid, or fhall ad therein, 
who fhall ceafe to be an Houfekeeper, or to have 
an HoiWe or Office within the particular Parifh or

Houfe, fituate in any Parifh or Place alfo within 
the Jurifdidion of this A£^, and rated to the Relief 
of the Poor of fuch Parifh or Place wherein fuch 
Dwelling Houfe fhall be fituate, at the Sum of 
Fifty Pounds at the leafl, for and in refpefl: of fuch 
Dwelling Houfe, or in cafe any Two Perfons being 
the Occupiers of Two feveral inhabited Dwelling 
Houfes fituate in any Parifh or Place, Parifhes or 
Places, alfo within the Jurifdi6lion of this A£t,and 
each of whom fhall be rated to the Relief of the 
Poor of fut:h Parifh or Place, Parifhes or Places, 
wherein fuch Dwelling Houfes fhall be refpeftively 
fituate, at the Sum of Twenty-five Pounds at the
